For the general 
subject of his oration, he selects two views, two 
principles of intellectual culture, the one practical, 
the other theoretical. The practical principle is, 
that the loftiest attainments of the mind in every 
aphere of its exertion are immediately the fruit o 
nothing but the deepest study ; that the most intense 
study is necessary to the loftiest attainments in every 
department, whether of philosophy or poetry, of sci- 
ence or imagination, of renlity or fiction, of judge- 
ment or taste. The theoretical principle is, that be- 
tween these various qualities of mind, and depart- 
ments of literature, there is no incongruity, none c 
the commonly supposed warfare, but perfect her- 
mony: that these extremes, as they are usually con- 
sidered, do actually meet and mingle in every perfect 
mind, and in every perfect literature. 

These positions are established with great force, 
beauty and eloquence. The tendencies of the pre- 
vailing literature of the age, are with truth consider- 
ed as beguiling us from profound thought and study ; 
and the fact is impressed upon us, that without be- 
lieving in study, though we believe in genius, elo- 
quence, poetry, glorious thoughts and intellectual 
inspirations, and visions of beauty, we do but half be- 
lieve in truth.

Christ Rejected. Since our slight notice of this 
magnificent painting on its first appearance, we have 


Pro-/ not had an opportunity to call the attention of the 


public to it a second time. We have lately taken 
occasion to give it a particular examination, and will 
lay a fuller description of it before our readers. 

The subject of the painting is Jesus brought forth 
by Pilate, and presented to the Chief Priests and 
Rulers of the People, with the demand which of the 
two, Jesus or Barrabbas, they wish him to release. 
This is the grand picture which Mr. West, already 
in the decline of his years, though at the summit of 
his fame, conceived and executed with singular 
spirit and success. No artist had previously suc- 
ceeded in presenting the subject in the point of view 
in which Mr. West has exhibited it; ana even Ti- 
tian is said to have completely failed inan attempt to 
representit, on a evale corresponding with its dignity. 

A paradigss te gives us wit printed description of 
this picuuc, which offer an intelligible idea of the 
different passions and feelings combined in produc- 
ing the general effect. The whole design may be 
divided into five principal groups. In the first, Je- 
sus is presented to the chief priests and rulers of the 
synagogue, the aceptre of reed in his hand, the pur- 
ple of majesty prepared to adorn him, and the crown 
of thorns upon his head. In this group are the guarc 8 
attending, and the grateful centurion standing pe - 
sively by his benefactor. Pontius Pilate, in a nob'e 
attitude, in which his head is seen in profile, adorne d 
with the laurel-wreath and Pallium connects tle 
first group with the second. This contains Caiphas, 
followed by the rulers of the people, and some of the 
most inveterate enemies of Christ, with Peter, Jo- 
seph of Arimathea, and a few other disciples. Cai- 
phas stands in the centre of the canvas and meets 
our eye as the principal figure. His features are 
violently distorted, his eyes flash fire, and his whole 
appearance is most strongly contrasted with that of, 
Joseph of Arimathea. 

In the third group are comprehended the murder- 
er Barrabbas, the thieves condemned to be crucified, 
and some Roman soldiers. The figure of the gaoler, 
whose hands project out of the canvass, is one of 
the moet marked and natural in the piece. The holy 
women, who fallow Jesus to the foot of the cross, 
compose the fourth group, the principal figure in 
which is the Virgin Mary. The beloved disciple at- 
tends her with respectful kindness, and the women 
surrounding them betray evident and excusable signs 
of timid forbearance. Magdalen however cannot 
refrain from the most violent expressions. She 
throws herself upon the croes, and with extended 
arms deprecates the fury of the priest and the mul- 
titude. Her attitude is most bold, graceful, and thd 
whole figure one of superior beauty. 

In the fifth and last group, in the shade occasioned 
by part of the building supposed to be out of sight, 
are the soldiers and executioners, with the habitual 
expressions of dull imsensibility, which their gener- 
al feelings ¢.1d duties so naturally induced. _In this 
group are two boys inquiring from one of the exe- 
cutioners the meaning and use of the various instru- 
ments of torture, and eagerly listening to his com- 
plaisant explanations. The beck ground is richly 
decorated with one of the facades of the Pretorium. 
The cane of the picture measures three hundred and 
fifty square feet, and contains about one hundred fig- 
ures.

Timbuctoo.—W ere youeverat Timbuctoo? Irath- 
er think not. A mutual friend of your’s and mine 
however, Mr. Réné Cailli¢, has been there and been 
good enough to publish a book about it. So if you 
have nothing better to do than listen to what he has 
to sgy for himself, I will run through the volume and 
pick out a few choice passages for your especial ser- 
viee.
